America was mentioned frequently 
in reports from the communist con- 
gress, notably in connecting with re- 
peated suggestions for communist sup- 
port of movements looking toward 
united front governments to combat 
fascism and war. The ultimate aim of 
united front movements, the comin- 
tern speakers made plain, would be 
establishment of soviet regimes. 

Earl Browder, secretary-general of 
the communist party in the Unite 
States, said millions of farmers an 
workers, disappointed by the New 
eal and “aware of the advent of 
fascism” were turning to communists 
for leadership. 

The communist party he declared, 
intends to collaborate with all anti- 
fascist organizations — “even — those 
not willing to recognize the principle 
of the eventual establishment of the 
soviet government in America.” 

Both Browder and Georgi Dimitroff, 
erstwhile reichstag fire suspect, urged 
creation of a workers and farmers 
party in the. United States, with com- 
munists taking the lead. 

Another speaker whose remarks at- 
tracted attention of the United States 
embassy was Sam ‘Darcy, an Amer- 
ican delegate. 

Darcy, predicting a bitter maritime 
labor struggle this fall on the Amer- 
ican west coast, suggested the com- 
intern orgsnize international support 
for United States longshoremen. 

Later, however, the comintern 
adopted a principle of non-interfer-

LARGE INCREASE IN SOVIET 
PURCHASE OF U. S. COTTON. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 24.—(#)—A large 
increase in soviet purchases of Amer- 
cian cotton is believed in well-inform- 
ed circles to be the most likely de- 
velopment if the agreement of last 
month between Ambassador William 
C. Bullitt and Maxim Litvinoff, 
commissar for foreign affairs, is the 
spur to Russo-American trade that 
was expected at the time of its sig- 
nature.

Cites Friendship. 


“T hope what I shall say will clear 


up the situation for all Britons of 
common sense, 
that Italy has always stood by the 
British empire, not only in the great 
war but at other times when al] the 


her force om land and sea and in the 
air.” ‘ 

When asked if it were true whether 
he had settled all of Italy’s outstand- 
ing disputes with France, in Tunis 
and elsewhere, in exchange for a 
pledge from the French government 
to leave Italy’s hands free in East 
Africa, the newspaper said Mussolini 
replied : 

“It is true that as a consequence 
of agreements July 1 all differences 
between ourselves and France were 
settled.” 

Continuing, Mussolini said ‘the 
task of colonizing and civilizing Ethi- 
opia will provide work for the Italian 
people for the next 50 years at least. 

On Common Ground. 

“As soon as we are allowed to de- 
vote ourselves to this immense under- 
taking we shall be associates, not 
antagonists, of the British empire, 
bound by reciprocal respect of Italian 
interests by Britain and a like feeling 
for the British empire by Italy.” 

Pointing out that Italy has a popu- 
lation of about 40,000,000 persons liv- 
ing in a territory half as big as 
France, Mussolini was quoted as say- 
ing that Ethiopia is three times as 
large as Italy and contains great 
tracts of land suitable for Italian set- 
tlement. 

Opening up of the vast Ethiopian 
interior, he said, would benefit “all 
civilized states,” colonization of Ethi- 
opia by Italy would ‘“‘completely ful- 
fill all colonial aspirations of Italy,” 
‘Mussolini was reported to have as- 


serted. 
“Can’t Stop Now.” 

With flashing eyes, Mussolini re- 
portedly declared, ‘‘We cannot draw 
back now. The 200,000 Italian rifles 
in East Africa would go off by them- 
selves.” 

He emphasized that the “Italian 
massacre’ at Adowa was “a wound 
from which the heart of the Italian 
people has been smarting for 40 
years. It must be healed now once 
for all.” 

Touching mildly on the reported fi- 
nancial distress in Italy arising from 
the East African adventure, Premier 


Mussolini assertedly said, “Our finan- 
cial condition arouses no uneasiness. 
The Italian people have given such 
proof of their self-sacrifice that there 
can be no doubt of their determination 
to face whatever further financial sac- 
rifices may be required by the special 
interests of Italy.” 

While speaking of the League of 
Nations intervention, Mussolini’s eyes, 
the newspaper said, grew angry, and 
Il Duce asked:

BRITAIN SENDS TROOPS 
TO REINFORCE MALTA. 

LONDON, Aug. 25. — (#) — One 
thousand British troops will sail 
shortly to reinforce the undermanned 
garrison on the Isle of Malta, the 
war office let it be known tonight. 

The troops, it was announced, will 
be dispatched August 31 aboard the 
British India liner Neuralia, now tak- 
ing on fuel at Southampton. 

Reinforcement of the strategic Med- 
iterranean island, which now has a 
troop strength of 3,000, was  con- 
firmed a day after announcement from 
Malta that most battleships normally 
stationed there would. sail Thursday 
for stations within striking distance 
of the Suez canal. 

The troops will consist of royal 
artillery, royal engineer and royal 
signal corps units. They are being 
sent to Malta, the war office stated, 
because “it is the intention to bring 
the fixed defenses of Malta up to the 
‘establishment approved last year.” 

Here and elsewhere there was wide- 
spread evidence that no nation in Eu- 
rope, Africa or the Near East is free 
‘from grave concern and uncertainty 
over the quarrel bétween Italy and 
Ethiopia. Only one full week remains 
before the League of Nations council 
meets to consider the dispute. 

Simultaneous with Great Britain’s 
realistic consolidating of her defenses 
in the Mediterranean about the all- 
important Suez canal, numerous small 
groups of friendly nations from the 
Baltic to the Red Sea prepared to dis- 
cuss their line of action and policy at 
Geneva meeting September 4.

ITALY PLAYS AT WAR . 
ON AUSTRIA’S DOORSTEP 

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY, 
BOLZANO, Italy, Aug. 25.—(#)—The 
powerful armies of two imaginary na- 
tions sprang at each other at dawn 
today in one of the greatest war games 
ever staged. 

“Opposing” forces 150,000 strong 
grappled on this Italo-Austrian fron- 
tier, focal point of Premier Musso- 
lini’s vast and significant battle ma- 
neuvers, under the eyes of their sov- 
ereign. 

At the same moment 350,000 sol- 
diers went into action on other Ital- 
ian fronts. 

Men, Tanks and Guns. 

The sun’s first rays over the tow- 
ering Alps found tens of thousands 
of men, hundreds of powerful tanks 
and scores of big guns in action. 

From his mountain observatory 
King Victor Emmanuel looked down 
upon a huge martial checkerboard, its 
pieces represented by divisions, bat- 
talions and regiments. 

Il Duce, too, soon will be at the 
scene of mimic warfare, 

From his vantage point the king 
could see the Alpine peaks that mark 
the Austrian border. 

Military observers at the king’s side 
did not disguise the practical signifi- 
cance behind the presence of this pow- 
erful war instrument at the doorstep 
of Austria. 

Army “Unweakened.” — 


They remembered the words of Gen- 
eral Federico Baistrocchi, undersecre- 
tary of war: “Despite all the divi- 
sions sent to East Africa, Italy’s mil- 
itary machine has lost none of its 
efficiency.” 

The opening roar of the big guns 
echoed across the frontier in a boom- 
ing warning to Germany that Musse 
lini will brook no German advance 
into Austria while he is engaged in 
his problem with Ethiopia. 

Other prime purposes of the ma- 
neuvers are a rehearsal for possible 
hostilities with Ethiopia and a try- 
out for Italy’s new “celerity divi- 
sion” which experts believe may abol- 
ish trench warfare.

congressman who talked himself right out of one of the most important 
jobs in Washington. ; 

He had been virtually selected to become new liaison man between 
the White House and congress. The selecting had been done by Assist- 
ant Secretary West, who now has the job, and Speaker Byrns. At least 
they were recommending him to the President. ‘ 

The prospective appointee formerly had some political trouble with 
the two senators from his state. It centered around things said in the 
heat of a campaign. West went to see the two senators. They were will- 
ing to forgive and forget. In fact, they offered their indorsements of the 
appointment. But when the near-appointee heard about it, he said he did 
not neéd any such indorsements, that he was going to work for the 
President. 

Messrs. West and Byrns went in to the President, carefully leaving 
their talkative appointee outside. They learned that the two senators 
had withdrawn their indorsements, that the President could not use a 
liaison man who failed to get along with senators. 


TURKEY The job of getting house rebels to accept the holding com- 

pany compromise was performed adroitly. Jack Garner, the 
vice president, and Speaker Byrns did it. They did not waste time ar- 
guing the merits of the measure in the cloakrooms, They talked po- 
litical turkey. What they said substantially was this: 

“If this bill fails, 134 house democrats and many senators will go 
back home to defend their actions. To defend themselves they will have 
to criticize the President’s stand. This will mean a split party. Further- 
more, if the issue goes into the next campaign, President Roosevelt will 
be put in the position of criticizing his wheelhorses in congress.” 

During the fight, the President’s leaders kept threatening to carry 
the issue into the next campaign, but the truth is this is what they 
planned to avoid at all costs.

In the moral 
and spiritual worlds, as well as in the 
vegetable world, one reaps what he 
sows, Neither the lowly estate of the 
subject, nor the exalted position of 
the king, grants exemption from the 
application of this principle. Na- 
tions, too, like individuals, must reap 
as they sow. Ancient Babylon, ac- 
cording to the psalmist, was rewarded

Reaping Inevitable. 


There is no plan revealed through 
which one may escape reaping in this 
life what he sows. He may by com- 
pliance with the Divine will escape 
the future harvest, but not the pres- 
ent. The sinner forgiven, in this life 
still reaps as he sows. There is noth- 
ing in Christ’s redemption that will 
instantly purify a _ polluted blood- 
stream, restore a wrecked reputation 
or make normal an idiotic chfld. Da- 
vid committed murder and was for- 
given: yet it was said of him that 
the sword would never depart from 
his house. Even though one sin ig- 
norantly, he still must reap what he 
sows. 

Ordinarily, one reaps more than he 
sows. He expects to, otherwise he 
would not sow. It normally takes 
longer to reap than it does to sow. 
And it is tragically true that the one 
who sows. does not, in this life, reap 
alone. The innocent réap with the 


guilty.
